Louis sbi pers, without benefiting N — 
but the inspectors. That the barge lines 
will stand this, while thev have 
matters entirely under their own control is 
not believed. As admitted by all, the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange is at present master of the 
situation. Without its consent, not a man 
can be sent to inspect grain east of the river, 
and, as previously stated, nearly all the grain 
can be sent to East St. Louis. Burks can do 
nothing on the east side without the permis- 
sion of the Merchants’ Exchange, and 
there is strong opposition to giving 
up 80 much without some adequate 
return. As stated by a prominent grain 
receiver, to have two inspectors might be 
inconvenient to the grain dealers, but would 
be death to State inspection, not only here, 
but all over the State, as with the hu e salary 
list of the board, scarcely a city will yield 
half the expense of inepection, with the ex 
ception of St. Louis, which is counted upon 
to sustain the Inspectors all over the State. 
Under these circumstances it is believed that 
Burke will again recede from his position and 
submit to the dictation ot the exporters and 
barge lines.

DIFFICULTIES YET TO BE OVERCOME IN THE 
GAs DEAL. 


The Hollins Syndicate Has Bought the Rau- 
ken and Campbell Stocks, but Has Chas. 
Green to Settle With—They Mast Come to 
His Terms or There Will Be a Fight. 


The Hollins & Co. syndicate has undoubt- 
edly got possession of the gas stock held by 
David Ranken, Jr., and the Campbells, but 
they are by no means out of the woods yet in 
their scheme to effect a private saie of the 
St. Louis Gas-Light Co. to themselves. Mr. 
John O. Orrick, attorney for Mr. Ranken and 
the Campbells, was not present 
at yesterday's meeting of. the 
stockhoidef* of the St. Louls Gas-Light Co. at 
which the vote was taken on the resolution 
empowering the directors of the corporation 
to sell ite plait, property, charter and ordil- 
nance franchises and privileges. None of his 
clients were present either. The reason of 
this was that they had already sold their stock 
to the syndicate. What the price paid was is 
not kn own except to the parties immediately 
interested in the deal, but it is safe 
to say that it was considerably over $375 
ashare. That amount was offered the stock 
holders for their holdings when the Gas Trust 
was formed, and Mr. Ranken and the Camp- 
bells could have disposed of their stock at 
any time since for that figure, but they have re- 
fused to do so, claiming it had a much greater 
value. Their holdings amounted in all to 590 
shares, of which the Campbells beld 357 shares 
and Mr. Ranken 238 shares. 

WITH THIS STOCK 
in their possession the syndicate represented 
by Hollins & Co. practically has possession of 
all the stock of the old St. Louis Gas-Light 
Oo., except 305 shares, which was never 
entered inthe trust. This is the 200 shares 
heid by the city of St. Louis, 
the 100 by Mr. Charles Green and 
five shares belonging to a party whom he 
represents. The other stock outside the trust 
is 100 shares, held by Wm. H. Thompson, 
President of the St. Louls Gas-Light Co., and 
10 shares each held by John R. Lionberger, 
George T. Crane, Charles H. Turner, Dwight 


Durkee, Peter Nieholson and Thomas E. Tutt, 
directors of the cOMpany. Mr. Thompson 
holds 80 much outside stock be- 
cause he urchased the holdings 
of former irectors and some other 

tes. Under its charter each director of 
the St. Louis Gas- Light Co. must hold at least 
ten shares of stock, and that is whyall the 
directors hold that amount outside of the 
trust. Ot course the 1050 shares held by Mr. 
Thompeon and his associate directors, 
while not in the trust, is controlled by 
the Hollins syndicate who own the trust stock 
and whose representatives the directors are. 
Therefore the only stock not now In control of 
the syndicate is 200 shares held by the city, 
100 by Mr. Green and 5 by the party whom he 
represents. Gen. Stevenson, the City Comp- 
troller, bas introduced a bill in the Municipal 
Assem bly recommending that the city dispose 
of 199 shares of the 200 shares of stock to the 
syndicate at $375 a share, the price offered for 
it. One share is held out, at the suggestion of 
Mayor Noonan, to enable the city to at ‘any 
time have access to the company’s books. 
Comptrolier Stevenson says it is better for the 
city to receive the $75,000 offered them for 
— stock than to lose it all. He states that

a suit ainst the gas company, and is con- 
vinced it never will. It they don’t take what 
is offered them, they will become involyed in 
a law suit which, he feels assured, will event- 
ually result in the loss of all their stock, be- 
sides the expense of litigation. 

But even if the gas syndicate succeeds in 
securing the city’s stock thay will still have 
Mr. Green and Ags rty whom he represents 
to buy out. reen did not attend the 
meeting yesterday, because he said he knew 
ic was a cut-and-dried affair, N 
that anything he could do would 
not alter their pred: *erminea course. He also 
deciaces that he will not be frozen out and 
will fight any attempt made in that diroction 
to the bitter end and all shoe know the man 
know that he will do just what he says. 


MR. GREEN WILL FIGHT. 

A ftiend of his remarked this morning: 

They will have a merry time of it a:tempt- 
ing to freeze out Mr. Green. They will have 
to come to his terms or he will make it lively 
forthem. He ie a man of remarkable deter- 
minstion, who will fight this thing to the bitter 
end regardless of cost, and they all know he 
will, too. When Mr. Scullin, Mr. Newman 
and other friends of h's entered the trust they 
wanted dim to doso, but he would not. At 
the time they thought he was foolish, but 
after developments have shown he was the 
only man in the crowd with along head. He 
had been drawing the big dividends on his 
non-trust stock ever since, while trust holders 
bave been receiving small wt ye and he 
will now get a big priee for stock, while 
they only received $875 a shar ur theirs. He 
could have sold his at any time he desired 
since the trust was formed for that figure, but 
he would not do sq. He knows it is worth 
more. Brokers have approached him a num 
ber of times to get him to set a figure on his 
holdings, but he has declined to do 80. 
No doubt he has his mind made up 
as to the value of the stock and ifottered his 
figure would sell, but he will never let go of it 
for less than hethinks it is worth. The city 
is very foolish if it sells as stock for $875 a 
share. The syndicate has understand, 
bouxht out Ranken and Ne Campbelis and 
have probably thought this would 

FORCE MR. GREEN TO SELL, 

but they are mistaken in their man. You 
can bet they never got the Ranken and Camp- 
bell stock for $375 a share. They had to pay 
wellforit. Ifthese people had been willin 
to sell for $375a share they would have sol 
out long ago. That plant with the fran- 
chise granted the company by the city 
to run for another thirty years 
from January 1, 1890, is worth much morethan 
$4,300,000, the amount of its 12,000 shares at 
$376 a share. It will pay a good interest on 
an investment of $10,000,000, and the people 
who contro! it know this well. If sold at auc- 
tion it wili certainly bring much more than 
$4,300,000, for some Eastern syndicate will 
bid on it and go much higher than that. 
think Mr. Green will be able to make it lively 
for them in the courts.’’ 


MR. ORRICK 
thinks the syndicate in control of the Laciede 
Gas-Light Co. will purchase the plant and or- 
ganize a separate company to run it under the 
franchise granted by the city, giving it an ad- 
dition l thirty years’ life. s the company 
wonld bein reality the same as owns the La- 
clede company there would, of course, 
be no trouble between the two 
corporations. He does not think the Laclede 
Gas-Light Co. itself will bay and absorb the 
St. Louls company and run its works as part 
of its own system. Mr. Orrick will not state 
why he does not believe this will be the case, 
but he is undoubtedly of the opinion that it 
would come under the anti-trust law. Or

as that which now controls about 
11,500 of the 12,000 shares of the St. Louis Gas- 

Light Co. stock, and alsoowns the Water Gas 

fae Carondelet Gas Cos. and all the electric 

bt companies in the city except one.

20 separate corporations, and reap the returns 

from all without in any way violating the 

anti-trust law.

The 
members of the institute became so much in- 
terested in the littie which Rev. Leavitt told 
them about Miss Nebeker’s methods that they 
decided to get her to come here and deliver a 
course of lectureson thesubject. Yesterday 
Rev. Leavitt visited several of the public 
schools and kindergartens, and one of the 
directors of the latter to whom he spoke of 
Miss Nebexer’s work expressed herself as 
very much taken with the idea.

For the second part of the evening they all 
gather around the tables in the room and take 
up one of the essays of Emerson. They read 
this essay aloud together by paragraphs, 
noting on each page the leading thouchts, 
then at the close they determine if 

ossible just what rincipal ideas have 

een brought forw in the essay, and 
there follows, either in the course of the read- 
a Giscussion as to the 
opinions held by Emersop. Then at the con 
clusion of the evening, one or two of his 
poems are read, those being selected which 
will mustrate the thoughts expressed in the 
essay. 

The subject for the winter has been arranged 
in eight or ten divisions. The first is to be an 
account of Transcendentalism in New En- 
land, with asketch of the leading men who 
surrounded Emerson, with some quotations 
ftom their writings. The second is to be a col- 
lection of the anecdotes and items of interest 
with regard to his boyhood and youth. The 
third will be the birth or growth of Unitarian- 
ism out of the Congregational Church in New 
England. The fourth will tell of Emerson asa 
preacher and his attitude toward the church. 
The filth will give an account of him 
as — lecturer and his travels 
in America. The sixth will give 
a statement of his attitude on the anti-slavery 

uestion with Illustrations from his addresses. 

‘be seventh will describe him in his home life 
in Concord. The eiguth will tell of bis traveis 
in Europe. The ninth will give some account 
of bis 2 with Carlyle and extracts 
from the published correspondence. The 
tenth willgiveareport of the different esti- 
mates from various great writers on the char- 
acter and thought of Emerson.
